the bounty Alonso de Ojeda might have brought to 
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the island from his ship,” he shares.

t the heart of every wedding reception is the cake. From antiquity to modern times, matrimony has been celebrated over 
cake. The Romans had a custom of breaking a cake made of wheat over the bride’s head for prosperity and fertility, while in 
medieval times the British stacked biscuits, scones, and other confections in a tower, encouraging the bride and groom to kiss each 
other over the mound (for good luck) without toppling the pillar of sweets. 

The tiered wedding cake we recognize today came into fashion when Prince Albert married Queen Victoria in 1840. The 
intricately decorated, 300-pound, artistic masterpiece was described as “consisting of the most exquisite compounds of all the rich 
things with which the most expensive cakes can be composed, mingled and mixed together into delightful harmony by the most 
elaborate science of the confectioner.” 

Today, just about anything goes in terms of flavor, design, color, and decoration. Aruba’s bakers and pastry chefs are happy 
to accommodate each couple’s personal taste and flair. Trends they see include fondant icing (the smooth, classic finish of fondant 
yields a simple elegance and provides a great canvas for artistic touches and embellishments, and it also holds up well for outdoor 
weddings); incorporating a different flavor for each layer to offer guests variety; and a dessert table anchored by a smaller wedding

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Getting Legally Married in Aruba 


As of January 2002, civil marriages are possible in Aruba. 
The following is some updated information that includes the 
necessary requirements to be legally married in Aruba. 

Civil Ceremony Requirements: 

e Couple must obtain a document from the bureau of vital 
statistics or civil registry from their home state as proof that 
by their records they are both presently unmarried and are 
therefore free to be married to each other. 

e Each person must submit copies of their birth certificate 
with a raised seal. The local civil authorities will keep these 
copies. 

e The two above items must be taken to the office of the 
secretary of state of the couple’s home state for an apostille 
seal that verifies the signatures on these documents. 

e If either party has been divorced, they must submit a copy 
of their decree nisi. 

e If either party has been widowed, they must submit a copy 
of the death certificate. 

e Couple must be holders of valid passports and submit copies 
of the passport pages showing all relevant details. 

¢ Copies of the passport pages of their witnesses must also be 
submitted. 

e All documents must be submitted by courier (i.e. FedEx) at 
least one month prior to desired wedding date to the Office of 


Civil Registry (see below). 


All civil ceremonies take place at the Bureau Burgerlijke 
Stand (Civil Town House) in Oranjestad. Ceremonies are 
performed Monday through Saturday, 10am - 11:30am and 
2pm — 4:30pm. For more information, please contact the 
Office of Civil Registry.

live on Aruba...yep, I’m a lucky gal! But living 
on an island is not tantamount to vacationing on an island. 
“Living” entails working, attending to a house, garden, and 
dogs, paying bills, grocery shopping, meeting deadlines... 
yes, it’s the daily grind, island style. When I need a quick 
escape, it’s not like I can jump in my car and head to some 
remote cabin or quaint B&B out in the country for the 
weekend; my quick escape to decompress from the daily 
grind is to island-hop over to Bonaire, a sister island of 
Aruba. A direct flight—from wheels up to wheels down— 
puts me there in less than 45 minutes, 20 minutes gets me 
through customs and to my luggage, and 20 minutes later 
I am checked into my hotel and relaxing by the sea...that’s 
less than two hours to take me from the dregs of nine-to-five 
to vacation bliss! 

Now when I say “decompress,” I mean it, literally. 
Bonaire is my Zen place. As soon as I step off the plane 
and down the ladder (this is an old-school Caribbean airport 
and I love it), and the moment my feet touch the tarmac, 
I can feel all the stress that has turned my insides into a 
pressure cooker release with an involuntary (and audible) 
sigh escaping my lungs...Bonaire, I love you, baby; you 
never disappoint me! 

This great escape happens once or twice a year for me, 
and my go-to resort has always been the Divi Flamingo 
Beach Resort & Casino. There are no major brand hotel 
chains here—and that’s a good thing. Divi has managed to 
skirt that line between homegrown, authentic character and 


the reliability and accountability that come with staying 
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with a “company” hotel. Divi Resorts, based out of 
North Carolina, has a portfolio of eight exclusive resorts 
throughout the Caribbean, with the Bonaire property 
opening more than 50 years ago. 

Bonaire is best known as the scuba diving capital 
of the Caribbean, and many resorts on the island are 
anchored by dive operations. The Divi Flamingo is no 
exception, and has a rightful place as a pioneer of dive- 
based vacations in the Caribbean. The exception is in 
Divi’s approach to accommodations, most notably in 
its recently completed multimillion-dollar renovation. 
Bonaire has consistently relied on dive vacationers as 
the foundation of tourism, but the island’s vacation 
value goes far beyond that. In today’s ever-changing 
world, even small island nations have been impacted 
with unprecedented commercialization (some see that 
as a good thing, others not so much). But Bonaire has 
been able to maintain that quiet, laid-back vibe of the 
Caribbean’s yesteryear (there is nary a stoplight to be 
found). That is something rare these days, and with 
many modern vacationers seeking authentic experiences, 
Bonaire is an extraordinary commodity in the Caribbean. 
Realizing this, Divi Resorts invested in the Bonaire 


property by designing enhancements to elevate the 


beachside resort experience. 
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“Beachside” is a misnomer for the most part in Bonaire. 
Due to the island’s geography, wide expanses of beaches 
as we know them in Aruba just do not exist in Bonaire

When I am 
feeling stressed or overwhelmed, I take a moment to 
envision myself sitting on the terrace, feet propped up 
on the balcony...can you hear that? That’s the sound of
